THE GREAT DELAY. 


SEBMON BY PROF. SWING. 
Prof, Swing preached yesterday morping at 
the Central Church, taking as his text; 
My Lord delayeth His coming. — Mast. ; re., 48. 
The thoughtful are amazed at the patience 
or slowness of Nature. Millions of years have 
been demanded by it for cutting a river- bed or 
throwing up a reef of coral rocks. To cut the 
Niagara gulf from Queenstown back to the 
present cataract has demanded, according to 
geologists, 50,000 years. What ages were con- 
sumed in making the climate, and land, and 
soil, and mineral deposits, and the forests of 
our West, can only be approached bya mind 
powerful to imagine and look back. A scientific 
writer says that the shovelful of dirt which the 


} gardener handles so easily has been a thousand 


years in becoming detached, by rain and frost, 
from the surface of the finty rock. In making 


the little garden spot, Nature has consumed a 


million years. 

Whoever has bestowed an hour of thought 
upon the work and workings of Nature will not 
be surprised to find in the living world of man 
a similar slowness of step in the plains over 
which man is moving. He repeats the phenom- 
enon of Niagara. To cut a channel from bar- 
barism toa good government, or a good litera- 
ture, or a good religion, requires again

purity have followed the law of the coal forma- 
tion, or of changing climate, or changing fauna, 
or of coral rock, are facts which may amaze and 
sadden man. But there is no help for our 
hearts: we can do not else than take our 
stand by the deep ravine of this moral Niagara, 
and, in silence, look back and bow to the law 
of God. A century is only a minute in the hour 


of God. 

From these ars in Nature and morals 
one may pass to the inquiry as to the progress 
of Christianity. The scene repeats itself here, 
and we may accommodate the present the 
words of that anxious one of Bible record, who, 
looking out of her window, said, in language 
that has become classic, Why is his chariot so 
long in coming? Why tarry the wheels of his 
chariot?” Devout minds, looki out from 
this far-away time, wonder that the chariot of 
Christ isso long in coming. Nothing comes 
cquseless, and hence, for this slow coming of 
the world’s Lord there must be potent reasons. 
To find the causes,in the fi sense of the 
terms, and to justity the ways of God to men, 
is beyond human power; but it may come with- 
in the scope of man to find the natural agencies 
which delay the chariot of the Christ. Why 
this great delay! 

What natural detentions do we perceive? 
There has all along, since the birth of Christ, 
been a forward motion of His ideas. At no 
time in the eighteen centuries have the wheels 
gone backward or stopped; but they have rolled 
slowlv toward the better future. e philoso- 
phy of the Nazarene was sown upon earthly soil, 
and the budding and biossoming must come by 
the common law of the land. It was a ten cen- 
turies after the faithful Abraham before He- 
brew religion reached its best estate. It con- 
sumed almost 500 years for Greece to pags from 
simple song to the deeper culture of logic 
and philosophy. Rome was as long in pass- 
ing from a tribe to a nation, and was as lo 
in changing confusion into the law which 
still delights the civilized world. The mo- 
ment the mind begins to look at al age, 
or a literature, or a science, or a religion, it 
must put aside all impatie and think not 
of hours, but of centuries. alking forth 
amid the beauties of language, how old the 
words are! The decaying castle, the ivy- 
covered wall, the moat and ditch, with great 
trees on or fn them, are not more ancient than 
the language with which the heart meditates 
over them. The rock Gibraltar is, indeed, old, 
but its name recalls the Saraven leader (Jebel- 
Tarik) who seized Spain eleven hundred years 
ago. The Turkish Capital, in its name, Yeads 
us back to when Constantine desired to have a 
city nearer than Rome to the Holy Land. Thus, 
all that surrounds us have come to us by slow 
wheels d ing over a long road, Christ, in 
giving his giou to the laws of earth, gave it 
over to the keeping of hands that worked slowly 
and of hearts which contained wonderful power 
of waiting. Nature acts as though eternity 
were its period. 

It argues nothing against the intrinsic worth 
of Christianity that in its long period it has not 
mastered the world, for many of the best things 
the human family possesses, many of its highest 
and most useful truths have struggled for thou- 
sands of years te secure a hearing. Bacon re- 

ts the method of Aristotle, and with success ; 
use society had enjoyed 2,000 more years in 
which to get ready to hear anything about in- 
ductive methods of truth-secking. It is not 
known that the Romans had glassware—elegant- 
ly made, and colored glass cups: but it required 
ten centuries to turn a local article into a world- 
wide beauty. He who speaks on the Lost Arts 
says there were magnifving glasses in the old 
Roman period ; but we perceive that they reach- 
ed no significance but were to lie quite in ob- 
scurity and wait for Galileo to come along the 
thousand-year road and transform the Roman 
toy into a telescope. That which was only a 
luxury of fashion grew up into an instrument 
which transforms a nebula into a cluster of 
suns.

The causes 
which the English historian brings forward as 
explaining the spread of the Gospel seem not 
larger than the obstacles which for 1,200 years 
opposed its advance. An order of clo ed 
monks sp up, and, by the studies of these 
in Latin and by their occasional lectures and 
writings, and by the heavy and sacred walls ot 
their monasteries, the Ohristian truth was 
saved for better s to come. 

No sooner had Christianity passed through its 
et le with Roman idolatry and gained some 
foothold than there came pouring upon it the 
millions who worshiped Thor, a deity greatly 
inferior to Mars or Jupiter. This vew enemy 
Christianity had to oppose without the help of 
a nation, or a people, or a literature, or a lan- 
guage. Unless one ands that Christianity 
rests ite claim upon miraculous force, and 
should thus surmount all obstacles or else con- 
fess to falseness, one cannot see anything in the 
past to undermine its claims to a God-sent Sal- 
vation. The repeated failure of the old classic 
patriots to establish liberty did not argue 
against the intrinsic merit of that human con- 
dition, but showed only that liberty must abide 
its time and work its way forward, not by mira- 
cle, but by law. 

Had oar forefathers 228 to plant their 
institutions on the coast of China where 200, 
000,000 of hostile Chinese could have swooped 
down uponjthem as the Goths poured down upon 
mediwval Rome. the name of Plymouth Rock 
would not exist only in ineredible legend; but 
they sailed toashore peopled by only timid, 
wild men, few in number, easily driven 
back into the wilderness. II liberty was com- 
pelled thus to bide its chance and ge forward by 
law of human nature, so, too, will Christianity 
run, or linger, or halt — to the help or 
hindrance of the age through which it moves. 

Its great Founder declined the miraculous as 
a general means of p 
that He could have summoned legions of angels 
to His aid, but He had Himself been born 
under the law, had come not to de- 
stroy law, but to fulfill, and He left 
His religion to pursue the same career, 
As man could scourge the Master, or spit upon 
Him, or braid for Him a crown of thorns, so the 
truth of the Master wasto go forth, liable in 
any era to be scourged, or smitten, or crowned 
with thorns. In the thirteeath century, Catho- 
lic Christians began the conversion of Soyer 
but the low mental and moral status of that ol 
empire was more than a match for these teach- 
ers for five hundred years.

daving found some of the obstacles which de- 
tained this chariot in the far past, we may well 
mark what is the greatest cause of delay in the 
present. The causes are not perfectly identical 
with those of former times, but one cause which 
retarded religion in the olden times retards it 
vet, a cause constant, but always, as it seems, 
diminishing. There is an agency perpetually at 
work against the universal reign of Christ, and 
that obstacle is the vast distance between the 
mind and heart of man and the idealism of 
Christianity. Christ is too far above the human 
world. He is gradually drawing all men unto 
him, but the multitude is large and the distance 
to be passed over very great. The secular 
writers, indeed, ridicule the position that Chris- 
tianity will convert men as soon as men shail 
have become better; that it will save the world 
as soon as the world shall have been otherwise 
saved; but let us not be frightened by this rid- 
icule, for there is a great truth beneath the po- 
sition just assumed. There are men who teach 
that Christianity will transform a Sioux Indian 


into a polished civilian; that it will transform a 


drunkard in a half hour and destroy his love of 
drink; will purify his blood as well as his judg- 
ment. These deny the value of literature, and 
learning, and art, and love to scorn science, as 
though, by so doing, they were exalting Christ. 
It will not do for these to say that the world 
will be more Christian when it shall have be- 
come more enlightened and purer; for in their 
theory the more degraded a race is the more 
active there will be the Holy Spirit. . But these 
err, for all these forms of edacation and progress 
are partners, active with the religion of Jesus, 
and only as all these powers work will the delay 
of the Master be brought toa termination. 
Government and education, and ali science and 
literature, and all public and private life, in a 
word, all mental and spiritual development, are 
twin sisters with religion, and if they are pull- 
ing backward religion will halt by the way. As 
Faith, Hope, and Charity move not 
separately but m a band, there being no 
power in Charity unless Faith and Hope be 
along with her, and nonein Faith unless Rate 
be by her side, so Christ moves a central figure 
ofa group and is powerful only when all the 
forms of thought and sentiment are awake and 
full .of enthusiasm around His chariot. The 
Dark Ages and other ages tried to carry 
Christianity forward all alone. But it would 
not move thus. It waited for its grand com- 
panions to come, and when they began to 
emerge from the dows o 
fifteenth century in the awakened intellect 
of song as sung by Dante, and in the awakened 
soul of art as seen in the same period, and in 
the awakened love of liberty as revealed by the 
struggling Barons, then it was easier for Chris- 
tianity to announce in the sixteenth century the 
glory of a Reformation.

A TALK WITH PROF. SWING. 
sou FURTHER VIEWS ON WAGES. 
Funn Swine: Your sermon on Christianity 
and wages, wherein you speak of sympathy as 
an ameliorating agency, and P.'s“ claim that 
the law of demand and supply, with free com- 
petition in production and trade for the supply 


of demand, is essential to public prosperity, all 


seems to me to be right. I hope you will suc- 
ceed asa Christian minister therefor in leaven- 
ing enough of your people with sympathy to 


leaven the rest. And 1 hope that P. will 


succeed in conyineing epough persons of the 
imperativeness of free eompetition in produc- 
tion and trade to break up those railway ring 
monopolies which so defeat competition in pro- 
duction and trade as almost to suppress cumpet - 
itive demand for labor. 

| By railway ring monoplies I do not mean 
railway companies; I mean those conspiracies 
between railway officials and ring cronies to 
monopolize business for their own interests by 
means of unfair discriminations in railway 
freights and fares: like that of the coal mo- 


nopoly on the Union Pacific Road for instance, | 


whieh the Hon. James F. Wilson, as Govern- 
ment Director, admitted in his testimony before 
the Creatt-Mobilier Investigating Committee to 
exist. He testified that a discrimination of 25 
per cent was allowed in favor of the monopoly. 
I don’t think that he said that the railway of- 
ficiala were interested in the monopoly. I do 
not think that question was asked him. 1 think 
that, and that and kindred questions truthfully 
answered, might let in more light upon the close 


relations between Republican and Democratic 
leaders with these railway-official ring monop- 
olies than was desired. 

It is well understood that railway officials, as 
a rule, do not discriminate in rates against com- 
petitive industries without a direct or indirect 
personal interest in the monopoly proiits. 

If a part of this consideration be not placed

President Grant, who signed 
the bill, was not aware of the demon- 
etizing trick that was being played upon the 
country, and did not find it out until nearly 
a year afterwards.

We 
do not believe that the editor of the Nation 
knew that the silver standard had been 
dropped until as late as 1875.

HONEST AND SUBSTANTIAL INFLATION. 
The remonetization of silver is but an- 
other scheme for inflation,” is the standing 
and sneering comment of that class of 
capitalists who desire to compel their debtors 
to pay from 15 to 25 per cent more than the 
original loans by insisting upon resumption 
on a single gold basis. The remonetization 
scheme looks forward to inflation, it is true, 
but not of the kind with which the word 
has been associated by the Green 
nor deserving of the contempt which the 
sneer conveys. The remonetization of silver 
will bring about an honest, substantial, and 
healthful inflation by adding to the coin re- 
sources of the nation at the present value of 
greenbacks; it will not be an inflation of 


the fact by their greed and avarice. 

Take the banking interest. Mr. Joux 
TxompPson, a prominent New York banker, 
and publisher of the Bank Note Reporter, 
has recently made a clear statement of the 
influences silver remonetization is likely to 
exert over the banks. It willconvey a gen- 
eral reassurance to the bankers. The new stock 
of coin will increase the resources of legal- 
tender reserve, and the banks will find it safe 
to increase the amount of their circulating 
notes, instead of reducing them, as has been 
the tendency during the last two or three 
years. The banks will discover that their 
assets, chiefly in the shape of discounted 
paper and the collaterals on which they have 
made loans, areimproving ; those which they 
had given up for lost will acquire some value ; 
those that were doubtful will become good, 
and those that were considered good will be 
rated so that larger amounts of money 
may be advanced thereon. The banks, 
instead of compressing their business, looking 
with suspicion upon every demand for loans, 
and doing so little as scarcely to pay their 
current expenses, will adopt a more liberal 
policy again, will reach out into commercial 
investments that again promise a profit, will 
earn more money themselves and enable the 
commercial classes to earn more at the same 
time. 

Take the manufacturing and laboring in- 
terests. If the present depression shall con- 
tinue, if business men be forced in great 
numbers into bankruptcy, if property-own- 
ers be compelled to abandon their city and 
farm lands, there must be a still further fall- 
ing-off in consumption, and with the dedline 
of consumption comes a shrinkage in manu- 
factures. More furnaces must be blown out, 
more mills must be shut down, more wheels 
stopped, more mines closed, and the present 
number of unemployed men will be increased 
by thousands and tens of thousands. Im- 
pecuniosity is contagious, and those who 
have escaped it thus far (mainly the money- 
lenders) will be obliged to yield to it if they 
force a continuance of the prevailing depres- 
sion. But this same $1,000,000 a week of 
solid, shining, ringing silver, which is to make 
the bankers more liberal, which is to enhance 
the value of property, which is to give pro- 
ducers better prices, which is to lend a new 
value to investments now unavailable, which 
is to increase profits, will also enlarge con- 
sumption, enable the closed factories to re- 
sume work, and offer employment at living 
wages to the thousands of impoverished men 
who are now idle. 

These are the healthful influences of an 
honest inflation of the coin resources of 
America. There is no apprehension, under 
the Senate bill at least, that the silver will 
come into circulation any too quickly or in 
an exorbitant amount. There is no danger 
of a flood of silver from abroad. Mr. Buro 
recently testified that theré’ remains only 
about $125,000,000 of the silver coin demon- 
etized by Germany. Let them send it all to 
America, and no harm will be done. They 
will have to buy something from America to 
transfer it here. We shall receive it at a 
rute upon which it will advance in value un- 
der the influences of American remonetiza- 
tion. The advantages will be all on our 
side. When we shall acquire more money— 
real money—than we can use, we can lend 
some of it to poorer people.

This point is not overlooked in London, 
which is the great silver market. It is there 
expected that if silver be remonetized in the 
United States the price of silver will so ad- 
vance that, long before the silver dollar shall 
be coined in quantity sufficient to put the

A JOURNALISTIC GRAVEYARD. 

The Washington (D. C.) Hvening Star, on 
its twenty-fifth anniversary, took occasion 
to indulge in a reminisence which goes to 
show that the National Capital, since 1790, 
has been the graveyard of journalism. It 
prints a frightful list of dead and missing 
papers and periodicals that have started out 
with glowing prospectuses to speedily end in 
mournful obituaries.

1790, and of this large number but seven- 
teen have survived, the Star itself being the 
eldest, having reached the age of twenty-five 
years. Of these seventeen, the principal are 
the Huening Star (1852), Hrening Chronicle 
(1860), National Republican (1862), Capital 
(1871), Sentinel (1873), and National Union 
(1877). Hope springs eternal in the human 
breast, however, and the fate of those in 
front who have gone over the precipice 
does not prevent a vigorous rush for the 
same abyss by the newcomers. Destruction 
does not deter and failure does not frighten, 
and in years to come the mortality will in all 
probability be quite as great as it has been 
in years past. f

New York, Dec. 3. 1877—The Hon. John Ser- 
man, Secretary of the Treasury—Dear Sin: Yours 
of the let Inst. is this day received. As it was 
published in the evening journals of Saturday last, 
a copy was doubtless procu 
from which source ours of the 20th ult. probably 
obiained its 122 as we furnished no copy for 
the press. e simply inquired of you whether you 
would accept our offer for 5150, 000 United 
States 4 per cent bonds, interest and principal pay- 
able in silver dollars of 412% grains stand- 
ard fiveness, and we to deposit in the United 
States Assay Office an amount of silver bullion 
which would produce the sum required to be paid 
in such silver dollars at par. We look for a sim- 
pie answer—yes or no. We were ata loses to know 
what ulterfur ends you hed to serve in replying to 
our letter in such an extraordinary manner, and so 
early furnishing a copy to the press. 

We thank vou, however, for the calculation of 
profits, specious as it is, which you suppose we 
would make, provided our offer had been accepted. 
We think it, however, entirely uncalled for, as it 
is generally conceded we are fully competent to 
make our own calculations. As one good turn de- 
serves another, will you please excuse us if we 
make a suggestion how the Treasury could vrofit- 
ably use the 150,000 silver dollars we offered 
in payment? These silver dollars, from the 

ear 1862. at which time the Government 

gan freely to issue its 6 per cent bonds, 
were always at a premium above gold until 
they were — d from the list of authorized 
coins in 1873-74. and at which time they were worth 
about par in gold. We saggest that the Treasury 
could now use the 150, 000 silver dollars, and make 
from it $160,381.02 subsidiary coin and dis- 
pose of it to the people at par in currency, thereb 
making a clear profit to the Treasury of $10, 381. 02; 
but we would ask, Do you ‘‘think this fair and 
honest?’ 

The Treasury has gained millions of dollars the 

t few years minting subsidiary coin and selli 
t at par in currency to tne people; each $1,000 o 
which weighing 55% ounces less than $1, 000 of the 
discredited dollars of our fathers, and we would 
ask, Do you think this fair and horest?"’ 

Why not issue a silver bond? We have about 
$64, 000, 000 of currency bonds, interest and prin- 
cipal payable in currency, and about $1, 700, 000. - 
000 of bonds, interest and ay oc payable in coin, 
now gold, because the silver dollar is demonetized, 
and why not have bonds payable in silver? The Con 
stitution of our country has deprived the several 
States of the right of Peng and makes gold and 
silver only a lawful tender. This being so, we woula, 
with all due respect, inquire why one man who 
digs $1, 000 of gold from the earth should have the 
product of his labor made into coin without ex- 
pense, and another digs $1,000 of silver, and the 
product of his labor be reviled, stigmatized as a 
swindie, and refused coinage? Do you think 
this fair or honest? 

Our praposition was distinct, that the principal 
and interest on the bonds should be paid in silver 
dollirs. The intimation, from so high an author- 
ity as yourself, that tue Government might reduce 
the value of the dollar, and might find this expe- 
dient to pay a cheaper dollar so convenient that 
it might think it better to — the Latin ratio, 
15% of silver to one of go d. and coin a dollar 
ok 400 grains with which to pay you.” Or it 
might think asudsidiary dollar containing 385 
grains ie good enough to a bondholder. 
This intimation is exceedingly painful to us, as it 
must be to others. 

We should not have written the above had you 
simply declined our offer, but as vou launched out 
into profits, fairness, honesty, etc., we deemed it 
proper to reply.

The Result of the Shot Fired by Miss 
’. MeKeo at the Constable. 


Death of the Wounded Man Yes- 
terday Morning. 


Constable James McElligott, who was fatally 
wounded by Miss Allie McKee, died yesterday 
morning at five minutes before 4 o’clock, at his 
home on Halsted street, Union Stock-Yards. 
There were around his bedside when be breath- 
ed his last Dr. Marley, Frank Miner, Esq., Po- 
lice-Sergt. Thomas Geehan, and Peter Mitchell. 

Those gentiemen were untiringin their efforts 
to assist the wife of the deceased in attending 
to him since he was ten home on the day of 
the sad occurrence. Theunfortunate man vom- 
ited every few minutos Saturday even- 
ing until 9 o'clock, but after that time 
he did so less frequently until wmid- 
night. At 12:30 de suddenly sprang 
from his bed, and before the attendants could 
prevent him he reached the doorway: leading 
from the bed-chamber to the parlor, and said he 
wanted to go and get a good drink of water and 
some fresh air. But the effects of the terrible 
wound told upon bim quickly, and before he 
could cross the threshold he began to faint, and 
in that condition was placed in bed again. He 
rallied shortly afterward, and was rational for

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CHAMPAIGN, III., Dec. 8.—Grapevines should 
be trimmed during leisure weather this month; 
and, if desirabic, the pruned canes may be 
taken down from the arbor, trellis, or stake, 
and be lightly covered with soil or other 
mulching. Vineyardists of experience do not 
need to look to The Farm and Garden? for 
instruction as to the proper season and method 
of doing this work; but there are thousands of 
farmers, who have from one to a dozen vines, 
who really know nothing of the modus operandi. 
Before cutting off any of the canes or 
branches from a vine, it is essential that 
one should remember that the growth of last 
year, only, produces grapes. Each bud throws 
out a shoot, from which the fruit is produced,— 
oftentimes six or eight bunches to a shoot, if the 
vine is strong and healthy. It is not advisable, 
however, to permit more than two, or perhaps 
three, bunches to remain. Having these facts 
inmind, we can make some calculation as to 
the amount of wood that should be left to bear 
truit next year. A good, strong, healthy vine 
should produce 

FORTY OR FIFTY BUNCHES. 

A vine on a trellis or arbor may, of course, 
be expectea to produce many more; but one 
fault with pruning such vines is iu leaving too 
much wood, and that of so weak à character 
that the bunches are small and the fruit inferior. 
The vme - cuiturist, whose object is to grow as 
many pounds of fruit for market as possi- 
ble, and as large as it ean be made to 
grow, seeks to gain the result from afew bunch- 
es; and, therefore, keeps his bearing wood 
as near the crown of the vine as possible: in fact, 
it is hardly practicable to grow large, fine 
bunches anywhereelse. Then, if your vines 
are trained to single stakes, you should select 
two canes of as nearly equal size as possible, 
and have them start at the surface. The first 
three or four buds do not generally produce 
fruit; therefore, they need not be taken into 
consideration. Now, ifa cane is five feet long, 
and contains two buds to the foot, there will 
ten buds. Usually there will be double that 
number, but ten will give us at least thirty 
bunches, and perhaps fifty; therefore,

Marriage-Customs in the Domin- 
ions of the Czar. 


An Impressive Funeral—The Burial of 
the Queen-Dowager of Saxony.

MARRIAGE-CUSTOMS IN RUSSIA. 
Engish Magazine. 

Russian marriages are generally arranged 
through priests. Being matters of business, it 
is desirable that there should be no mistake as 
to the amount of dower which the bride is to 
bring; and there would very likely be mistakes 
if some member of the upper clergy were not 
to act as ap intermediary in preparing the set- 
tlements. An archimandrite does much of the 
work that fails to notaries in other 
countries, only he charges more, and & 
portion of the dower is apt to stick 
between bis fingers. A well-pred bridegroom 
must present a gift to a monastery and another 
to bis parish church; the bride, through her 
friends, is expected to clothe some statue of a 
Virgin with a gown of silver brocade, enriched 
with more or less jewels, according to the piety 
of the donor; and in some parts of Southern 
Russia she adds a gift of two white doves tothe 
Pope, which looks rather like a relic of the w or- 
ship of Venus. The consent of parents is nec- 
essary for a marriage, until the age of 30 in the 
case oft men, 25 in that of women; but young 


e are at liberty to appeal to the 
—2 authorities if consent be arbitrarily 
withheid. In this event the parents are 
called n to show reason for their 


refusal. reason must not be mercenary, 
unless one of the young people be heir toa 
landed estate; then the question is referred to 
the Marshal of the nobility in the district, whose

country’ which bas so few old maids as Russia. 
The ridicule attached to the title, when 
not borne by a nun, has possibly something to 
do with the unwillingness of ladies to sport it. 
When a girl bas reached the age of 25 without 
ming a mate, she generally sets out on what 
she calls a pilgrimage of labor—on around of 
travels if rich; and in either case she turns up 
some years later as a widow. Widows are as 
plentiiul as old spinsters are scarce; and wid- 
ows whose busbonds were never seen are more 
numerons than therest. Etiquette forbids any 
allusion to a lady’s dead husband in ber pres- 
ence; and this is, perhaps, sometimes con- 
venient. 

When acouple are engaged, a betrothal feast 
is held, and the bride-elect has a lock of her 
hair cut off in the presence of witnesses and 
given to the bridegroom, who in return presents 
a silver ring with a turquoise, an almond cake, 
and a gift of bread and salt, m this mo- 
ment the two are plighted; nor can the rela- 
tives break the match except with the consent 
of the parties themselves, which is ified 
by the return of the ring and lock of hair. 
So much importance is attached to the ring, 
at least in the north of Russia, that, among 
poor people who cannot afford silver and 
a turquoise, tinand a bit of blue stone are 
substituted. These betrothal riugs are kept 
as heirlooms, but must not be made to 
serve twice—a son cannot give his bride 
the ring which his mother received, for instance; 
though why this should be so isa mystery which 
the clergy, who sell the rings, could best ex- 
plain. On the wedding-day the bride comes to 
church dressed in white; but it is only among 
the highest classes, who copy Western fashions, 
that the bridal costume is entirely white, aud 
that a wreath of orange flower blossoms is used. 
Among Russiaus pure light blue is the nuptial 
color, anda coronet of silver-ribbon stents in 
place of the wreath. The wedding-ring for the 
bride is of gold or some yellow metal, but not 
a plain hoop; it is generally a double ring with 
enchased stars. The bridegroom has a ring, 
too, which the bride puts on his finger the 
altar after she received his, and this is 
mostly a plainone. The clergy make much ado 
about the rings 2 metal, and there- 
by keep the sale of in their though 
it would not always do to test the. parity of the 
ecclesiastical gold with a touchstone. After the 
wedding service, which comprises in some of the 
less civilized districts the breaking of an earth- 
enware vessel in token that the bride renounces 
her own possession (or is ready to smash all her 
father’s crockery for her husband’s sake—expla- 
nations differ —after this there is an adjourn- 
ment to a banquet, in which mulled krass (small 
beer! and almond cakes: play a great 
part. Weddings need not be celebrated 
before midday, nor must they take place in a 
church. In fashionable circles it is the custom 
to solemnize them in a drawing-room, and by 
candle-light. There is no departure on a honey- 
moon tour. The banquet is followed by a ball. 
then by a supper; and at this last repast, when 
held in houses where old customs are observed, 
a new satin ya ge supposed to be the bride’s, 
is produced, and used as a drinking-vessel by 
the bridegroom’s friends, who pass it round 
and drink the bride’s bealth in it till it 
is soaked through and wül hold liquor no 
longer. In houses where speeches are made 
it is pot the bridegroom, but the bride’s father, 
who returns thanks when her health is drunk 
this usage being owing to the fact that.a father 
still retains authority over hia child after she is 
married. He may summon her from her home 
to tend him when he is sick. If he lose his wife, 
he may claim his married daughter’s service as 
a housekeeper during the first three months of 
his widowhood, and he very often does so. If 
the daughiter’s husband die, her father may or- 
der her to return to his roof, and’ he becomes 
de jure the guardian of her children. None of 
these privileges are retained by a married wom- 
an's mother. 

Divorces are not allowed in Russia, but a mar- 
riage can be annulled for informality ; and so 
divorces are pretty frequent. It is only a ques- 
tion of money, like most Russian things. In 
Lithuania and some parts of Little Russia it is 
the custom for the bride’s nearest relative to 
give heraslapon the face at the moment of 
leading her to a priest, the object of this being 
to establish, in case of need, that the bridc 
married under compulsion—whith would be 
enough to break the marriage. Russians them- 
selves assure strangers that the slap is only a re- 
minder to the bride to behave well in future; but 
the true sense of itis that just stated, for other- 
wise the reminder would presumably be given 
by the bridegroom. In some parts of the Em- 
pire the date of marriage is left blank on the 
certificate; and this again furnishes grounds 
for divorce. In the Chersonese the Pope inten- 
tionally omits to register the ages of the par- 
ties; but there is no real need for any of these 
precautions, for the marriage laws are so com- 
plex that two parties tyson | to pay for the lux- 
ury of a separation can easily ferret out a ukase 
whose prescriptions were not scrupulously ob- 
served at their nuptials.

Drespen, Nov. 14.—We have just .

Saxony, which possessed a few weeks since 
three Queens, bas now but one. On the 13th of 
of September, in her Weinberg Villa, at Wach- 
witz, nean Dresden, died the Queen 
Dowager Maria Auna Leopoldine, aged 72 
years; and in the Royal Palace of this town, 
on the 8th of Nevember, at about 7 o’clock p. 
m., the Queen Dowager Amalia Auguste passed 
tranquilly into another life. Queen Maria, a 
Bavarian Princess, daughter of King Maximilian 
Joseph, was born on the 27th of January, 1305, 
and married, on the 2th of April, 1882, the 
Saxon King Friedrich August il. She was the 
sister of Queen Amalia and twin-sister of the 
Austriau Archduchess Sophia. 

ueen Amalla, twin sister of een Eliza- 
beth of Prussia, was born on the 13th of Novem- 
ber, 1801. With the exception of the Duchess 
Max of Bavaria, her youngest ?, her 
brothers and sisters died before her. They 
were: King 1 of Bavaria, Empress 
Caroline of r nee Charles of Bavaria, 

een Elizabeth of Prussia, Archduchess Sophia 
of Austria, and Queen Maria. Queen Amalia 
married Nov. 10, 1522, PrinceJohann of Saxony, 
who, after the sudden deathof his brother, 
Friedrich August IL. ascended the Saxon 
throne. Queen Amalia had eight children, 
wera ~ King 17 3 — 
reigning 0 ony; the 
heir presumptive to the throne; and Princess 
KI th, Duchess Dowager of Genoa. The 
Princesses. Maria and Sidonia died, unmarried, 
in the prime of life. Princess Anna, wife of the 
Hereditary Grand Duke of Tuscany; Princess 
Margaret, wife of Archduke Charles Louis of 
Austria; and Princess Sophia, wife of Duke 
Charles Theodore of Bavaria, all died shortly 
after being married. Queen Amalia was greatly 
loved by the Saxon people, and excelled in 
works of benevolence and charity. Im her 
poor and sick have lost a friend. 

The Royal funeral was solemnized on Mon- 
day in the Catholic Court Church, where the 
Royal family of Saxony has its sepulcher. 
eral Princes, among them the Imperial Prince 
of Germany, and other representatives of for- 
eign courts, arrived bere for the occasion. At 
a quarter past 6 o’clock p. m. a brilliant though 
mourniul party assembled in the church, which 


was hung in black and shut to the 
general public. The large passage 
which runs from one end to the other 


through the middie of the church was lined by 
a squadron of blue dragoons, a magnificent 
troop, of which every man is a giant. When 
the bad made his entrance the Psalm 
„Miserere mei Domine“ was sung. Before the 
sounds had died away the coffin, which had 
been brought into the church the day before, 
was lifted with its pall of velvet, and borne in 
funeral procession through the church. 

First came trumpeters, who were followed by 
singers; after these marched the servants of 
the defunct, the medical attendants of the 
court, the Master of Ceremonies, a Privy Codu- 
ellor, and some Chamberlains. Then came the 
Bishop in bis white mitre, a prayer-book in one 
hand, a lighted taper in the other, surrounded 
by the clergy in white and biack surplices. The 
coffin was preceded by the Marshal of 
Queen Amelia’s and King Albert’s house- 
holds, the borne by twelve Cham- 
berlains, and the coffin, carried by 
twelve servants. Immediately behind walked 
the King and Prince George, sons of the 
ae Both carried, according to the Cath- 

lic rite, burning candles; both were plunged in 
deep melancholy. The King aud Prince 
George’s suite were followed by the other 
Princes. Among them Friedrich Wilhelm, the 
Imperial Prince of Germany, principaily at- 
tracted attention. He seemel to tower above 
all other in stature, and undoubtedly surpassed 


all others in dignity of carriage and manly

When it arrived at the altar 
the coffin was carried down into the royal vault, 
which was hung with black velvet, on which 
sparkled the royal crown, The Princes alone 
witnessed the ceremonies in the interior of the 
vault. {tis understood that the Bishop knocked 
at the innermost door, whereupon a deep, sepul- 
chral voice answered, ‘* Who troubles the quiet- 
ness of the ijiead?’’ The Bishop, “A een 
wishes to enter.“ The voice, Is she worthy 
of this sacred abode?’ The Bishop having re- 
plied in the affirmative, the door was opened by 
unseen hands. This ceremony reminds us of 
the burial of dead Egyptian Kings. The royal 
funeral ceremonies were concluded with the 
singing of Salve Regina.“ 

On Tuesday morning a grand requiem mass 
was celebrated, at which their Majesties, heir 
royal guests, the Corps Diplomatique, and 
many others were present. The high altar 
was decorated with shields showing the 
armorial bearings and the initials of the royal 
deceased. In front of the altar a catafalque, 
covered with black velvet and surmounted by 
a crucifix, was erected. The regalia—viz., the 
crown, the imperial globe and the sceptre—were 
placed on white cushions. The catafalque was 
surrounded by silver candlesticks with burning 
wax-tapers. ‘The requiem sung on the occasion 
was by Cherubini. The mourning will last 
from four to six weeks, so that the winter 
amusements of the fashionable world of Saxony 
are curtailed.

Avusurn, N. T., Nov. 20.—John H. Barrett, 
a saloon-keeper in Auburn, N. T., was shot 


dead by his mistress, Cora Youngs, on the morn- 
ing of June 16, at a house of ill-fame in Au- 


shooting herself twice in the bead, and for some 
time was not expected to recover. She did re- 
cover, however, to the surprise of the physi- 
cians in attendance, and last week was placed 
on trial for the murder. Crowds were present 
during ite continuance, and the greatest interest 
was manifested in the case. Saturday, the last 
day of the trial, the court-room was filled to its 
utmost capacity,—every inch of space being pc- 
cupiea by a crowd who had no room 
in which to turn until finally the 
doors were closed and no applicants admitted.
